CREW HELPLESS 

The boat practically navigated her¬ 
self as the entire crew were almost 
helpless from the long siege at the 
pumps and the long exposure In ths 
open boat. Those acquainted with 
the location consider it truly a mir¬ 
acle that a man came through alive. 

The men were unable to walk and 
had lo crawl up the beach. Three of 
them were slightly injured and had 
to be carried to Carmanah. but under

Premier Hertzog has 
achieved the height of his imme¬ 
diate political ambition and has 
shown himself lo be capable of 
fitting into the Empire picture with¬ 
out smudging it. It is not to say 
that he has relinquished his ideal ot 
1 a South Africafi Republic. But it 
is fairly certain that in his posi¬ 
tion as Premier he will obtain 
a much more intimate and practical 
conception of what the Union can 
do by preserving its relationship 
with the rest of the self-governing 
Dominion*, whst it certainly would 
I not be able to do in an economic 
way if it were to cut the tie, than 
he ever could obtain from hi* some¬ 
what isolated position os the prota¬ 
gonist of aggressive nationalism. 
And this is the point at which the 
Prince of Wales will make his first 
official visit to South Africa. Il 
all goes to justify the Campbell- 
Bannerman policy which culminated 
in the Act of Union marly fifteen 
years ago.
